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Coffee County Board of Education members listened Tuesday, May 31, during a called board meet- 
ing as Superintendent Dr. Linda Ingram and architect Carla Young presented options and ideas for var- 
ious roofing and renovation projects. Early in the meeting, board members approved a bid for the shin- 
gle roof project at Zion Chapel School. Later on, the focus turned:to the metal roofs for the school’s 
gym and the elementary building. In looking at the gym project, Ingram said a need exists to enlarge 
the bathrooms for that building. She said the roofing project, forced’ by damages from a hail storm ear- 
lier. in the year, might be a good time for the school system to consider going ahead and extending the 
building’s roof a bit to allow for the bathrooms .to be enlarged. As for the elementary building, Ingram 
said enrollment is up at the school and there might be a need to extend this building to allow for more 
classrooms to be added, With drawings in hand, Young pointed out several different factors to be con- 
sidered with this project. Board members discussed several different options for the elementary project 
giving Young an idea of some things they do and do not want to see happen, Above, Young (standing) 
holds one of the many drawings she presented during Tuesday’s meeting to help support the explana- 
tion of project ideas.

County holds annual LEPC meeting

Coffee County conducted its 
annual Local Emergency 
Planning Committee (LEPC) 
meeting Monday evening, May 
23rd, 

Larry Walker, deputy director 
of the Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency, told pre- 
sented a report regarding the 
number of chemical spills/releas- 
es from the past 12 months. 

There were six spills during 
the year with the majority of 
those being diesel fuel spilling 
onto roadways following traffic 
accidents, 

John Tallas, director of the 
Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency, said the 
county has received $381,000 in 


Homeland Security grants since 
the end of 2003. 

While most of that money has 
gone to Homeland Security, he 
said this year the stakeholders 
agreed to use some of the funds to 
upgrade security at the county 
courthouses. 

Tallas also told those in atten- 
dance that the county’s Mullti- 
Jurisdictional Mitigation Plan 
received FEMA approval on 
Feb, 28th, 

Pete McGough, regional direc- 
tor for the Alabama Emergency 
Management Agency, attended 
the meeting and said predictions 
are for this year's hurricane sea- 
son to be more active than last 
year, He provided information on 
the Alabama Hurricane Workshop 
to be held June 23rd and24th,

The Coffee County 
Commission began and ended 
its regular bimonthly meeting 
Monday, May 23, in less than 30 
minutes with no old or ‘new 
business on the agenda. 

County engineer Randy 
Findell presented commission- 
ers with photographs of a fence 
put up some years ago by the 
county on County Road 617, 

He said the fence is a semi- 
privacy fence, and based on 
information he could attain, it 
seems the county put it up to 
help hide a drain pipe. 

Tindell said the fence has 
deteriorated over the years and 
needs to be: “cleaned up or 
something.” He said it is on the 
road’s right-of-way, and ‘the 
landowner is requesting the 
county either repair the fence or 
replace it. 

Tindell recommended the 
county clean the fence, 

Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple said the fence cur- 
rently is an eyesore, and he 
offered a motion to replace it. 
However, the motion died for 
lack of a second, 

The discussion ended with an 
agreement for the fence to be 
cleaned.

Dalrymple brought attention 
to a matter on County Road 621 
(a dirt road) in which he said a 
resident placed a mobile home 
on about three years ago. He 
said that resident has requested 
the road be graded to about 300 
feet in front of the mobile home. 

Dalrymple said the area has 
not been graded for many years. 

He offered a motion to honor 
the resident’s request. The 
motion received a second from 
Commissioner Tom Grimsley. 

Commissioner J.L, Weeks 
asked for an update on this type 
of road maintenance. 

Tindell said he had asked 
some former employees about 
the road, and they indicated the 
county did several years ago 
grade the road to a further point 
than it is currently graded. 

He recommended the county 
return to grading to the point it 
had within the past 20 years. 

Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks agreed with the engi- 
neer’s recommendation. 

An amendment to the motion 
was provided to follow Tindell’s 
recommendation which 
involved stopping at pecan 
trees. The amendment was 
approved with all commission- 
ers. voting in favor except 
Dalrymple. 

Next, the vote on the original 
motion as amended passed with 
all voting in favor except 
Dalrymple. 

In other business, commis- 
sioners: 

* approved a motion to allow 
Tindell to send out bids for 
motor grader blades, 

* Dalrymple . commended 
everyone involved with the ren- 
ovation work done to the com- 
munity room, He said the room 
looks a lot better, 

* Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook asked about the 
reward for the capture of those 
responsible for the recent bridge 
burnings, but she was told no 
word had been received yet 
from the DA's office.

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Our long track record at the newspaper includes photographing 
more wrecks and other scenes of violence than any average per- 
son should have to witness in three lifetimes. Many people get 
hardened to tragic scenes with such repeated occurrences, We 
have never reached that point in life and hopefully never will, In 
Spite of all these years of exposure, it is easy for us to get a very 
sick feeling when there is a young person, especially a child 
involved. That was true recently at the wreck which took the life 
of three year old Jetemiah ‘Lil Man’ Hooks. Rescue personnel 
indicated when they left for the hospital with him that his condi- 
tion was not good. Then when one of the little girls asks, “will 
my momma have to. go the the hospital?” you have to wonder 
what exactly is right to say to a child when you really don’t know 
the ultimate end. It wasn’t sure at the time that mother would be 
alive when she was finally extracted from the overturned car, It 
was a given that she-would at best be going to the hospital. All 
we did say to that Child was to reassure her that those people 
working with her mother were real good and would do all they 
could to help her. It seemed to temporally satisfy a very trauma- 
tized four year old girl, 


Newsweek magazine is still smarting from having to retract a 
story which sparked several killings in the Middle East. Muslims 
marched, demonstrated, killed, etc., over a Newsweek report 
that an American soldier had been disrespectful to a copy of their 
bible. Newsweek later ‘said they couldn't prove the story was 
true. A few days ago we saw an editorial cartoon somewhere 
wondering why these demonstrators didn’t get equally upset on 
9/11 or several other times when extremist bombed American 
institutions or airplanes and actually killed innocent people. We 
agree with that question as far as it went but could add to it ques- 
tions about feelings on the continuing killing of their own coun- 
trymen (and little children), sometimes simply because they hap- 
pened to be in the marketplace, church or wherever, when the 
loosely placed bombs exploded. The bombs are apparently put 
there just to kill, totally disregarding any respect for human life. 
_ Now those are the people who need to be demonstrated against.

America’s men and women in 
uniform and our military veter- 
ans should be 
uppermost on our 
minds this week as 
the nation pauses to 
reflect upon their 
sacrifices for our 
freedom. Congress 
has done much in 
the last month to 
honor our present 
and former service- 
members as well as 
their fallen com- 
rades, From approv- 
ing increased pay for 
our soldiers . to passing 
enhanced benefits for those 
who no longer wear our mili- 
tary uniform, Congress stands 
shoulder to shoulder with our 
nation’s heroes. 

May has been a significant 
month for our military and vet- 
erans as Jegislation has cleared 
the House heralding major ben- 
efit increases. The most dramat- 
ic of these bills is one that I’m 
personally proud of since it 
incorporated elements of my 
own legislation to greatly 
expand military death benefits. 
The. Emergency Wartime 
Supplemental, which passed the 
House and Senate in early May, 
raised the military combat death 
gratuity from $12,240 to 
$100,000, It also boosted the 
maximum coverage _— for 
Servicemembers Group Life 
Insurance (SGLI from 
$250,000 to $400,000, with the 
government guaranteeing the 
first $150,000. 

Just last week, the US. 
House passed the 2006 National 
Defense. - Authorization Act 
funding America’s military 
operations at home «and abroad 
for the new.. year.’ It rubber- 
stamped the aforementioned 
increase in military death bene- 
fits while also authorizing the 
extension of the length of time 
(from six months to a year) that

On the heels of the defense 
bill's passage, last Thursday the

U.S. House overwhelmingly 
approved (425 to 1) the Military 
Quality of Life Appropriations 
Act. This legislation included a 
$1.64 billion increase over 2005 
levels for veterans’ healthcare 
nationwide. This builds on 
Congress's commitment to our 
veterans as VA_ healthcare 
spending has grown by 18 per- 
cent over the last two years. The 
overall veterans budget for 
2006 stands at a record $68.1 
billion. 

In addition to increased 
spending on veterans’ health- 
care in 2006, the new veterans’ 
budget increases funding for 
major veterans’ health facility 
construction by 33 percent, and 
it maintains the partnership 
between the VA and states for 


d veterans 


cost-sharing in caring for veter- 
ans in state nursing homes. 
Furthermore, the new VA budg- 
et funds cost-of-living increases 
for service-connected veterans 
and survivors. It also raises 
readjustment 

benefits for military returning 
to civilian life by 26 percent, 
expanding education and train- 
ing benefits for Reserve person- 
nel ordered to active duty. 

While there will never be a 
way to completely compensate 
our veterans for their coura- 
geous service to our country, we 
can continually strive to pro- 
vide them with proper health- 
care and benefits. The recent 
actions by Congress represent 
real progress in this ongoing 
effort.

Coffee County American Red 
Cross’ Disaster Services is look- 
ing for Volunteers from Elba 
and the surrounding area to 
assist in times of local disaster. 
In the 1990's, Elba experienced 
some wide spread devastation. 
In the past, people have come 
forward in times of disaster and 
stepped up to lend a hand. That 
was wonderful and shows that 
people in the community want 
to help , their neighbors. 
However, Elba could and should 
be better prepared, 

Every family should have a 
Family Disaster Plan. Whether 
you ride out the storm at home 
or have to evacuate, planning 
ahead and having necessary 
items organized ahead of time is 
critical.

states. While a charity registra- 
tion office can't recommend a 
specific charity, they can tell 
you if the charity is properly 
registered and operating within 
the Jaw.

Alabama Extension Scientists and State’s Farmers 
prepare to combat devastating plant disease 


Scientists with the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System 
and the state's soybean farmers 
are preparing to do battle with a 
new foe, Asian soybean rust. 
While Asian soybean rust. was 
found on soybeans in 18 
Alabama counties last fall, this 
will be the first planting season 
where growers will have to take 
the disease into consideration. 

Dr. Edward Sikora, a plant 
pathologist with the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System, 
said the disease could be a sig- 
nificant problem if it becomes 
widespread in the United States, 

“Soybean rust may cause sig- 
nificant economic losses to U,S. 
soybean growers,” he said, 
“Conservative predictions indi- 
cate yield losses of 10 tol5 per- 
cent in nearly all the U.S, soy- 
bean growing areas with losses 
up to 50 percent in the southeast 
when the disease is not properly 
managed with fungicides.” 
Sikora says some growers are 
considering using carly matur- 
ing soybean varieties and plant- 
ing them earlier than normal as 
one way to battle the disease. 

“Farmers are hoping that. by 
planting early maturing varieties 
they can raise a crop of beans 
before the disease reaches their 
fields,” said Sikora, 

Sikora notes there may be 
problems with that strategy, , 

“If soil temperatures are too 
cold or if the weather stays cool, 
your crop is susceptible to other 
plant diseases and environmen- 
tal disorders. Also, if they are 
growing corn, they may find 
themselves at harvest time with 
both crops ready to harvest at 
the same time.” 

He adds that farmers are 
going to have to take proactive 
measures (0 battle the disease 
successfully. 

“Waiting for the disease to 
show up ifi your field before ini- 
tiating your spray program 
could result in significant yield 


losses,” said Sikora. “Once an 
epidemic reaches 10 percent 
severity, a fungicide application 
may not be of much benefit.” 

Extension scientists and col- 
leagues with the Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
are planting about 25 sentinel 
plots across the state to monitor 
the disease’s entry and progress 
this year. 

Sikora says the plots are 50 
feet by 50 feet in size and will 
be planted earlier than the con- 
ventional planting date for the 
area with an early maturing soy- 
bean variety. 

The plots will be checked 
weekly for the presence of soy- 
bean rust. 

“This is part of a national pro- 
gram to monitor movement of 
the disease within the United 
States,” said Sikora. “The infor- 
mation will be made available 
through a“ USDA Web site for 
use by the public, This informa- 
tion will be vital for successful 
fungicide management of soy- 
bean rust by our growers as well 
as soybean growers,in neighbor- 
ing states,” 

Soybean rust can be managed 
with the judicious usé of fungi- 
cides. Fungicide applications 
can reduce yield loss, depending 
on the plant's developmental 
stage, time when soybean rusts 
detected-and fungicide applica- 
tion method. 

Sikora says the timing of the 
first fungicide application is 
critical, Applications should 
begin at flowering when the 
threat of the disease is consid- 
ered high for .an area. 
Subsequent applications should 
be made 14 to 21 days apart, 
de on the product used, 

e fungicides will raise 
producer costs by some esti- 
mates as much as $20 w $30 
dollars per acre,” said Dr, Bob 
Goodman, an Extension agricul- 
tural economist, “Lots of farm- 
ers who planted soybeans last 


year may be reevaluating if they 
will plant beans this year. They 
should also be looking at all 
their production practices criti- 
cally to ensure they are using 
the most cost effective means of 
operation.” 

Sikora notes that the disease 
is caused by. the fungus, 
Phakopsora pachyrhizi. 

“The fungus, which requires 
living tissue to survive, did not 
overwinter in Alabama. But 
viable spores have been found 
on kudzu leaves in two Florida 
counties. This indicates the dis- 
ease survived the winter in 
Florida, It’s only a matter of 
time before we see it on kudzu 
and other host 
Alabama.” 

All commercial varieties of 
soybeans currently available are 
highly susceptible to the dis- 
ease, 

The USDA recently launched 
a Web site; www.usda,gov/soy- 
beanrust. From this page you 
can link to the USDA Public 
Soybean Rust Web site, 
www.sbrusa.net. This site con- 
tains maps for observations, rec- 
ommendations and scouting 
information controlled by state 
soybean specialists. 

Sikora also recommends 
another Web site that offers a 
comprehensive look at the dis- 
ease as well. information on 
identification and management 
of the disease. 

“The American 
Phytopathological Society, the 
Plant Management Network and 
other scientific organizations, 
have launched an online soy- 
bean rust center at 
http://www, plantmanagement- 
network.org/infocenter,” said 
Sikora, “It offers breaking news 
on soybean rust; links to fea- 
tured soybean rust sites; infor- 
mation on the identification and 
management of soybean rust as 
well as links to university and 
extension sites.” 
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School has been out for less than a week, but at the Mularz 
house we are already working on a set of rules for the summer 
and a few of the first rules put in place included cleaning bed- 
rooms and making the beds before leaving the house, washing 
and drying dishes before going to bed at night and washing 
clothes before the sun goes down. While the rules will lead to a 
lot less stress for the girls and parents, I won't betcha a dime they 
won't get broken at least a few times before threats have to be 
made.

Picking the right time to go fishing 
can be based upon many ideas

With spring time upon us, 
folks everywhere are beginning 
to. get interested in fishing. 
Many people in the Wiregrass 
do not need spring time to fish, 
They simply need an open day 
and they are “gone fishing.” 

We have had several calls to 
the Extension office related to 
the popularity of fishing in our 
area (from new residents), fish 
habits, when fish feed, low tide, 
high tide, etc. The following 
information was compiled from 
The Old Farmer's Almanac and 
the American Sportfishing 
Association, 

Best Times to Fish (The Old 
Farmer's Almanac): 

One hour before and one hour 
after high tides, and one hour 
before and one hour after low 
tides, This is true even for fresh- 
water fish, aes 

During “the morning mse 
(after sunup for a spell) and “the 
evening rise” (just before sun- 
down and the hour or so after), 

When the barometer is steady 
or on the rise, (But, of course, 
even in a threeeday driving 
northeaster, the fish aren't going 
to give up feeding. Their hunger 
clock keeps right oo vons 
there is a hatch of 


flies—caddis flies or mayflies, 
commonly, (The fisherman will 
have to match the hatching flies 
with his fly or go fishless.) 

When the breeze is from a 
westerly quarter rather than 
from the north, 

When the water is still or rip- 
pled, rather than during a wind, 

Starting on the day the Moon 
is new and continuing through

| Attorney General Troy King 
this week urged Alabama con- 
sumers to take advantage of a 
federal law that gives them the 
right to receive one free credit 
report each year from each of 
the three major consumer 
reporting companies, 

On June 1, 2005 Alabamians 
will be able to access the infor- 
mation on their credit reports by 
going to wWw.annualcreditre- 
port.com, by calling 1-877-322- 
8228, or by mailing and annual 
Credit Report Request Form to 
Annual Credit Report Request 
Service, Post Office” Box 
105281, Atlanta, Ga. 30348- 
5281. A link to the credit reports 
website ‘can’ be found. on 
Attorney General King’s Family 
Protection. Unit website — at 
www.familyprojection.ala- 
bama.gov. 

Alabama ‘consumers ‘should 
know that the free reports will 
include account and inquiry 
‘information, but will not include 
the consumers’. credit. scores. 
Consumers have the option to 


request the reports from all three 
ofthe consumer reporting com- 
paniesat once, or to stagger 
their requests throughout the 
course of the year. 

Attorney. General King: urges 
Alabamians to take vadvantage 
of this’ opportunity because it 
gives consumets a chance to 
review .theif credit reports to 
determine if the reports include 
fraudulent or incorrect informa- 
tion. Such information may 
indicate that consumers ‘have 
become victims of identity theft. 
If consumers do discover incor-' 
rect. information © on’. their 
reports, theyPhave the right to 
dispute. the incorrect’ informa- 
tion on these reports. 

“Identity thieves obtain con- 
sumers’ financial and personal 
information through a variety of 
means, from stealing their mail 
to tricking the consumers into 
providing their information. 
These thieves, prey on our citi- 
zens who have worked hard 
their entiré lives to pay their 
bills on time, save for the future, 


and establish good credit. 
Unfortunately, many identity 
theft victims don’t become 
aware of the fraud until they 
apply for a loan‘and are turned 
down’ because of low credit 
score. This new federal protec- 
tion gives consumers the ability 
to be proactive by making sure 
that the information on. their 
credit report is correct and’ by 
taking action now to correct any 
incorrect or fraudulent informa- 
tion on t heir reports.”

Husband arrested after 


shooting estranged wife 


A weekend shooting in the 
Shady Grove community of 
Coffee County resulted in’ the 
arrest of one person and the hos- 
pitalization of another. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates, the incident 
occurred on Coffee County 
Road 345, He said the Elba 
Police Department ' dispatch 
received a 911 call at approxi- 
mately 11:30 a.m. Sunday, June 
5, with the caller advising he 
had shot his wife in the head. 

Prior to Coffee. County 
Sheriff's Department personnel 
arriving on-scene, Moates said 
the victim made: her way to a 
residence on County Road 349. 
The victim was later transported 
from this residence by Coffee 
County EMS personnel to Elba 
General Hospital. 

Moates said the victim  suf- 
fered a gunshot wound to the 
right forehead; however, it: was 
not beliéved to be. a life-threat- 
ening wound; 

“The ‘complete cause of the 
altercation is still under investi- 
gation,” Moates said. “Because 
of medical treatment, the victim 
was not able to give a complete 
statement as to the events of the 
incident.” 


He said evidence indicates the 
victim was shot in the yard of 
the residence on County Road 
345. The initial 911 call was 
made by Charles Carpenter 
from that residence. 

The sheriff said the victim, 
Evelyn Carpenter, age 43, was 
able to walk a short distance 
across a field to the residence on 
County Road 349 where the sec- 
ond 911 came from and EMS 
personnel was dispatched. 

Arrested and charged with 
domestic violence first degree 
was Charles Carpenter, age 45, 
of 221 County. Road 345, Elba, 
Ala, He was placed in. the 
Coffee County. Jail under 4 
$10,000 bond. 

According to reports, the vic- 
tim is the estranged wife of the 
suspect, 

Moates. said the .22 caliber 
rifle believed to be used in the 
shooting was recovered at the 
County Road 345.residence. 

Carpenter surrendered him- 
self to. Sheriff Moates’ shortly 
after the sheriff arrived on scene 
while other deputies established 
a perimeter, 

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department is continuing the 
investigation of this incident.
